ITH THE AMERICAN 
ARMY IN FRANCE, Aug. 
19.—[By the Associated 
Press. ]—Statistics covering the ac- 
tivities of the first American pur- 
suit group of aviators up to Aug. : 
. comprising only four of the 
American squadrons now in opera- 


strides made by American aviators 
since the United States entered the 
War. 

The figures show ‘that no less 
than fifty-eight aviators are offi- 
cially credited with downing any- 
where. from one to five planes. 
Seventeen machines are credited to 
the late Raoul Lufbery. 

In actual numbers the 
machines downed total 59, exclu- 
sive of those of Lufbery, but they 
are divided officially among nearly 
twice that number of men because 
on numerous occasions several 
flyers participated in a battle. 

The aviators with five victories 
each are: Lieuts. Douglas Camp- 
bell, Eddie Rickenbacker, John 
MacArthur, Ralph A. O'Neill; 
those with four each Are: Capt. 
David Peterson, Lieut. James A. 
‘Meissner; those with three each 
are: Lieuts. John Mitchell, O. P. 
Porter, Simonds, Jones, and Healy. 
Fourteen others have two victo- 
ries each, and thirty-two more, in- 
cluding the late Lieut. Quentin 
Roosevelt, are credited with one 
each. 

These figures do abt include the 
records of other squadrons, which 
have been even more successful.
